OUTHEAST ALASKA HAS A } 
history as colorful as its :

sage formed transportation and trade 


routes among neighboring cultures. 


As the ancestral home of the Tlingit, 
and many of the Haida and Tsimshian : 
people, the Inside Passage still shows the 
strong presence of Native culture. The : 
influence of many European cultures is: 


also present—a legacy from the age of 
exploration that began in the eighteenth 
century. The Russians first set foot on 
these shores, followed in rapid succession 
by the Spanish, English, French, Ameri- 
cans, and Scandinavians. The search for 
the fabled Northwest Passage, rumored to 
link the Pacific and Atlantic oceans, pro- 
vided the impetus for the earliest voyages, 
The Russian explorer Vitus Bering, 
for whom the Bering Strait is named, 
sailed for Alaska in 1741. The bounty 
of the sea—namely, 900 sea otter 
pelts—was the highlight of the voyage. 
On the return trip, Bering’s ship was 
blown off course in the North Pacific 
and wrecked on the Commander 
Islands. Surviving crew members built a 
small vessel from the wreckage and 
returned to Russia with their cargo of 
pelts. Word quickly spread, and Russia 
vowed to colonize Southeast Alaska.

In 1799, trader Alexander Baranof } 


arrived on the shores of present-day Sitka 
to establish a fort. Although accepting of 
the Russians at first, the Tlingit eventual- 
ly lost patience with violations of their 
traditional hunting and fishing grounds. 
In 1802, a group of Tlingit warriors 
attacked the fort, killing many of the 
Russian defenders and burning the stock- 
ade to the ground. In 1804, the Russians 
launched a cannon assault to retake the 
fort. The battle raged for several days, 
with the Tlingit eventually retreating. 
Many profitable years of trapping and 
trading ensued. By the 1860s, the 
Alaskan colony was losing its appeal for 
the Russian government. The fur trade 
diminished as fur-bearing animals were 
overhunted and the Americans and 
British continued to encroach upon the

Casey McBride 

Casey McBride, an experienced sil- 
ver craftsman, found Skagway to be an 
ideal place for a jewelry maker and began 
creating works in gold there in 1974. A 
mineral collector since early childhood, 
his favorite material is raw natural gold 
nuggets taken right from the ground in 
sizes from 1 millimeter in diameter to 
large nuggets weighing several ounces. 
The small gold nuggets are soldered to 
Karat gold to create patterns and textures, 
inspired by nature’s formation and 
Unique to cach jewelry piece.

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nuggets are oriented to their most artistic 
advantage and often accented with dia- 
monds or other gemstones. 

Twenty-three years ago, Casey 
opened his own jewelry business, Taiya 
River Jewelry, and his finely crafted pieces 
are now worn by people all over the 
world.

Marine Park * Before you board ship and 
bid farewell to Juneau, take a leisurely 
stroll through Marine Park, just down 
from the dock.

Marine 
Park is a great spot for people-watching 
and picture-taking. Free outdoor con- 
certs take place here every Friday evening 
during the summer months. 


Governor’s Mansion * For an architectural 
treat, take a walk out past the Governor's 
Mansion. Built in 1912 and lovingly 
restored, the New England colonial-style 
residence is the private home of Alaska’s 
governor, Tony Knowles. The mansion’s 
stately white columns are echoed by a 
towering Tlingit totem pole out front, 
which tells the story of the origins of the 
mosquito. 


Davis Log Cabin Visitors Center /Walking 
Tour * Walking tour maps of the down- 
town area are available at the Davis Log 
Cabin Visitors Center. Set among mod- 
ern-day buildings, the center is a replica 
of Juneau's first school. An important 
highlight on the walking tour is the 
beautiful St. Nicholas Russian Orthodox 
Church.

Sitka also shows its strong Russian 
heritage—in fact, it was once the capi- 
tal of cultural and political life in 
Russian America. Trader Alexander 
Baranof arrived here in 1799 to estab- 
lish a fort, which later expanded into 
the town of New Archangel. In 1808 
this settlement became the capital of 
the Russian colony, a wilderness 
empire that extended from the Aleu- 
tian Islands to Fort Ross north of San 
Francisco. St. Michael’s Cathedral still 


serves as the seat of the Russian 
Orthodox faith in Alaska. 

With the abundance of 1 to 3 
hour tours offered in Sitka, cruise ship 
passengers usually find it easy, and 
rewarding, to make time for exploring 
the town on foot. In the shopping dis- 
trict, many shops proudly display the 
town’s strong Russian heritage, featuring 
nesting dolls, or matryoshka; handpaint- 
ed lacquer boxes; exquisite collector's 
eggs; clothing; needlework; and other 
hand-crafted items. 

As you wind your way past Sitka’s 
quaint shops and galleries, you'll 
encounter many of the town’s historic 
sites. Heading down Lincoln Street past 
St. Michael’s Cathedral, you'll come to 
the red-roofed Pioneers Home. Visitors
